Gkntlbmen', 

i have  the  pleusui'e.  of  presentiug  to  you  my  Twenty-Second 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
r h'^trict. 

Births. 

During  the  year  ending  Deceinlier  3Lst,  1911.  there  have 
been  111  births  registered — 6t)  males  and  ~)i  females.  'I'his  gives 
an  annual  biith-rate  of  19.0  per  1000  of  the  population.  The 
average  birth-rate  for  the  past  five  years  ecpials  Bt.9. 
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Deaths  {see  Table  III). 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  district  was  84.  Males  48  and  females  36,  giving 
an  annual  death-rate  of  14.4  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared 
with  13.6  last  year  and  12.9  the  previous  year. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  five  years  1909-1913 
was  11.7.

Infantile  Mortality  [see  Table  IV). 

The  rate  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  1000  births  registered 
is  157,  compared  with  86  for  the  previous  year  ; this  is  due  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  severe  epidemic  of  measles.  The  average 
for  the  five  years  1909-1903  is  113. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  9,  and 
there  was  no  death  of  an  illegitimate  infant  during  the  year. 

The  death-rate  from  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  per 
1000  of  the  population  is  1 .2. 

Infectious  Diseases  {see  Table  II). 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  there  have 
been  18  cases. 
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The  cases  were  : 

Diphtheria 5 

Erysipelas 3 

Scarlet  Fever 9 

Puerperal  Fever 1

Of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  there  were  2 cases  notified, 
1 of  which  proved  fatal. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  9 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  during  the  last  six 
months,  and  were  traced  to  some  children  from  this  district 
attending  Blacko  School,  where  the  disease  was  prevalent.  The 
cases  have  been  isolated  in  their  homes,  and  disinfectants  freely 
used  and  the  homes  fumigated.  The  greatest  care  has  been  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Sanitary  Conditions. 

During  the  year  we  have  been  plentifully  supplied  with 
good  and  pure  w'ater  from  the  Nelson  Corporation  reservoirs. 

Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  5 slaughter-houses  which  have  been  inspected 
during  slaughtering.  They  are  in  good  order,  kept  clean,  and 
the  ventilation  is  satisfactory.  I am  pleased  to  see  that  the 
garbage  is  more  frequently  removed  than  formerly. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

The  Dairies  are  kept  clean  and  also  the  Cowsheds,  but  some 
of  the  latter  have  not  sufficient  air  space. 

The  cattle  are  healthy.  One  case  was  notified  as  tuberculosis, 
but  when  the  tuberculine  test  had  been  applied  it  was  found  that 
the  cow  was  not  suffering  from  this  disease. 
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Factories. 

A choked  drain  and  water  closet  were  found  at  one  factory 
Init  were  remedied.  'I'liere  is  in.sufficient  water  clo.set  accom- 
modation at  another  factory,  but  as  the  factory  is  unoccupied  it 
has  not  been  attended  to. 

BAKEtlOUSES. 

Tliese  are  I'egulaiiy  lime  washed  and  kejt  clean. 

WORK-SIIOPS. 

The  workshops  have  also  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
their  condition  was  satisfactory. 


Canal  Bo.vrs. 

Seven  inspections  were  made  with  satisfactory  results. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

The  time  limit  allowed  foi'  the  emission  of  black  smoke  is 
ten  minutes.  Much  could  be  done  to  lessen  this  nuisance.

Character  of  Defects. 

General  dilapidation,  want  of  proper  ventilation. 

There  was  one  case  of  overcrowding. 

The  scavenging  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  12  new  houses  have  been  certified  for 
habitation,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  33  houses  were  in  the 
course  of  erection. 

New  houses  are  inspected  by  the  Surveyor  during  the 
course  of  erection,  and  on  completion  are  inspected  and  the 
necessary  certificate  for  habitation  given  in  accordance  with  the 
Building  Bye-laws  adopted  by  the  Council.  The  Bye-laws  of 
the  Council  require  150  feet  of  air  space  at  the  rear  of  the  dwelling- 
houses,  the  front  streets  to  be  36  feet  wide.

Slaughter-Houses. 

The  slaughter-houses  were  visited  and  found  to  be  kept 
in  a satisfactory  condition.  The  Council’s  workmen  remove 
garbage  twice  weekly. 

Bakehouses. 

These  were  kept  clean  and  orderly,  and  limewashed 
regularly. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

The  clean  condition  of  both  sheds  and  cattle  lias  been 
generally  a marked  feature.  One  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified 
to  me.  I immediately  visited  the  farm,  and  found  the  “affected 
cow”  had  been  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  herd.  After  the 
tuberculin  test  liad  been  a[)plied,  the  cow  was  found  not  to  be. 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  it  eventually  recovered. 

F.^ctories. 

A choked  drain  and  water-closet  were  found  and  remedied 
at  one  factory.  The  case  of  insufficient  water-closet  accommodation 
at  one  factory  which  was  unabated  in  1913  has  again  been  left 
over,  as  the  factory  has  been  unoccupied  since. 

Workshops. 

The  workshops  were  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

Infectious  Disease. 

In  connection  with  the  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified, 
12  rooms  have  been  fumigated,  and  disinfectants  supplied. 

Canal  Boats. 

7 inspections  of  canal  boats  were  made.  No  contraventions 
were  met  with,  the  cabins  in  each  case  being  satisfactorv. 
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Smokk  Observations. 

11  observations,  each  of  one  liour’s  duration,  were  taken  of 
the  chimneys  in  the  district,  which,  except  in  three  instances, 
were  fairly  satisfactory. 

I feel  sure  that  the  emission  of  black  smoke  in  most  cases 
could  be  minimized  by  careful  firing,  to  the  benefit  of  both  public 
health  and  the  mill  owners. 

House  Refuse  Scavenging. 

During  the  year  a new  cart  was  purchased  of  larger  capacity 
than  the  old  ash  cart.  It  is  now  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
report  that  complaints  of  ashpits  requiring  emptjnng  are  now 


a rarity.

All  houses  erected  now  are  provided  with  portable  galvanised 
iron  ashbins. 

I would  strongly  urge  occupiers  to  refrain  from  throwing 
any  animal  or  vegetable  matter  or  paper  into  the  ashpits  and 
ashbins,  and  to  adopt  the  much  more  hygienic  method  of  burning 
it,  which  may  easily  be  done  in  any  ordinary  fire  grate.

Tlie  footpath  and  kerb  from  the  Fleece  Inn  to  the  Wesleyan 
Chapel,  Higherford,  has  been  taken  up,  resurfaced  where  necessary, 
and  relaid. 


Secondary  Roads. 

The  County  Council  made  a special  grant  for  strengthening 
portions  of  Colne  Road  and  Barnoldswick  Road  with  granite. 
Colne  Road  has  lieen  done. 

District  Roads. 

The  stream  in  Pasture  Lane  has  been  piped  with  2400011 
pipes.  The  embankment  has  been  removed.  The  road  has  been 
widened  and  pitched,  and  the  building  of  the  wall  is  in  progre.ss. 

A quantity  of  setts  liave  been  substituted  for  macadam 
w'here  same  was  defective  in  the  steep  portion  of  the  road  by 
West  Pasture.
